Every teacher that learned the ropes of their profession in the 
University of Alberta’s Facualty of Education owes a debt of thanks 
to Milton Ezra LaZerte. The man who spurred on the creation of the 
undergraduate program that led to the University’s first-ever Bach- 
elor of Education degree made an indelible mark on the city’s 
scholastic landscape for almost 60 years. | 


LaZerte was born in tiny Dixon’s Corners, Ontario on June 13, 
1885. After earning B.A. degree in Honors Mathematics and Phys- 
ics in 1909 at the University of Ontario, he headed west to attend 
Calgary Normal School, a teachers’ academy. 


Alberta needed motivated people to help set its course in not just 
education, but all areas. LaZerte wasted little time moving up the 
ladder. After serving as the province’s rural schools inspector from 
1913-1920 (with a three year interruption for military service) andthe 
city’s school inspector for three years, he joined the’ University of 
Alberta staff in 1924. Well there, he was granted his Masters in 
Education degree. Later he earned his doctoate in Chicago. 


LaZerte also became President of both the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association and the Canadian Teachers’ Foundation. He eventually 
became principal of the school’s College of Education in 1940. That 
department became the Facualty of Education two years later, and 
LaZerte, as a facualty’s first dean, paveds! the way for the under- 
graduate degree program. 


To this day, the University presents Me LaZerte award to the top 
graduating student in the Facualty of Education. 


Another history making move occured in 1944, when all Normal 
Schools in the province closed, leaving the University responsible 
for training elementary school teachers. LaZerte took command in 
organizing and directiing the first programs for total teaching at the 
university, before retiring as. dean in 1950. 

/ 


But, LaZerte’s constant need to stay active made his golden years 
far from uneventful. From dean of the Facualty of Education for the 
University of Manitoba to a three year stint as an Edmonton 
alderman later chairman of the public school board. LaZerte main- 
tained his influence. At age 85, LaZerte attended the offical opening 
of the school named after him on November 27, 1970, before retiring 
the folowing year.
